WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.— Pres- 
ident Hoover today recommended 


to a national gathering of promi- 
nent business men plans for shar- 
ing jobs now available, so as to 
decrease unemployment, as the 
step which would do most at this 
time to “accelerate our progress.” 

Standing before more than 200 
members of the business and in- 
dustrial committees created in each 
l“ederal Reserve district and sum- 
moned to the national capital by 
him. the President linked his job- 
sharing plea with suggestions for 
“a better distribution of credit.” 

The President set as the aim of 
the nationai conference a co-ordi- 
nation of governmental and private 
activities, so as to enable a di- 
rected attack against depressing 
factors along the entire economic 
front. Out of executive meetings 
between business leaders and ad- 
ministration chieftains here yes- 
terday, there emerged a proposal 
for today’s conference looking to- 
ward creation of a central contact 
group to co-ordinate private and 
governmental activities. 

The conference unanimously 
adopted a six-point program for 
the stimulation of business and 
employment. f 

After the adoption of the pro- 
gram the conference adjourned, 
Early meetings of the committees 
were called and some intended to 
reassemble here tomorrow. 

In a speech delivered at the ges- 
sion opened by the President, 
Franklin W. Fort, chairman of the 
Federal Home Loan Bank system, 
announced that the national bank 
receivers had been instructed to 
suspend foreclosure. proceedings 
for 60 days. 

Shorter Hours Neccasary. 

In his plea for spreading avail- 
able jobs, the President, who pree 
sided over the meeting, said: 

“Asa matter of national policy, 
the shortening of hours is neces- 
sary, not alone to meet the need 
of the moment, but it may, be 
necessary to up the lack in 
the future from the vast and sud- 
den advance in labor saving de- 
viees : 

Nevertheless, Mr. Hoover stated 
he did not belleve that the direc- 
tion of such job-sharing systems 
as five, four and three dax weeks, 
along with shorter shifts, were 
“propdtly the function. ot govern.

It means the making of ad- 
ditional jobs by fewer hours of 
work per man.

*As @ matter of fact, regardless 
of the form in which loans will be 
4; made by the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation, they will really 
be advances to the various states 
and, through them, to their mu- 
nicipalities, in much the same pro- 
portion in which states and the va- 
rious communities in them make 
payments into the national Treas- 
ury in the shape of luxury and 
other special taxes. 

“Instead of creating funds local- 
ly by special taxation, which, be- 
cause of lack of uniformity, may 
have the effect of driving business 
enterprises ana, with them, taxable 
values, into adjoining communities, 
these taxes are assessed and col- 
lected uniformly by the national 
Government, with less hardship on 
local communi and with more 
effective collection machinery, and 
are then returned to the communi- 
ties in accordance with their needs. 
While the relief may not in each 
instance be exactly commensurate 
with the contributions made, it will 
be approximately so, I believe, be- 
cause there is every indication that 
the greatest amount of distress will 
continue to be in the larger cities, 
from which, in the very nature of 
things, the heaviest contributions, 
A} under the old, as well as the new. 
forms of taxation, will come.” 

Neun Cites Tax Agsessment Cut. 

Acting Mayor Neun, in his letter 
to the Governor on the game sub- 
ject, recited the special taxes im- 
posed, and the appropriations 
made, by the city te meet unem- 
ployment relief needs. He draws 
the conclusion that the city has 
exhausted its resources, and that 
outside help is necessary. He made 
the point that the State Board of 
Equalization, of which Gov, Caul- 
field in a member, had reduced 
real estate assessments by 10 per 
cent, and that this largely caused 
the city’s difficulty in raising the 
needed revenues for municipal pur- 
poses and for relief work. 

“The City of St. Louis,” Neun 
wrote, “appropriated $600,000 out 
of municipal revenue for relief 
from December, 1930, to January, 
1932. The city also appropriated 
$125,000 in December, 1930, to 
prevent the usual seasonal lay-offs 
of city employes. 

“In the crisis campaign for re- 
lief funds in the early part.of 1932 
the city pledged $690,000 for re- 
lief, which is now entirely expend- 
ed. Recently when there was an- 
other crisis due to a shortage of 
funds, the city agreed to advance 
another $200,000. Thus the City 
of St. Louis im 1932 advanced an- 
other $800,000 for relief.

The body of Mrs, McCormick lay 
in state today in the gray stone 
mansion at 1000 Lake Shore drive 
where she long ruled as Chicago’s 
social dictator. Closed two months 
ago when Mrs. MeCormick forsook 
her residence to spend her last 
days in a hotél, the home was re- 
opened temporarily at least. A 
wreath of white lilies and palms 
hung on the door, and servants 
tidied up the mansion for the 
funeral to be held there at 3 p. m. 
tomorrow, Burial will be private 
in Graceland Cemetery. 

With her when she died were 
members of her family and Edwin 
Krenn, her friend and business 
associate who threw into the mar- 
ket his personal. fortune of more 
than $1,000,000 in an attempt to 
bolster her dwindling ‘fortune. 
She once was regarded ag the rich- 
est woman in the world. 

Also in the group as the end 
came was Harold F. McCormick, 
from whom Mrs. McCormick was 
divorced in 1921. There, too, was 
Mrs. McCormick’s only son, Fow- 
ler, who alone had never com- 
pletely broken the family ties. 
Present also were her older daugh- 
ter, Muriel, now Mrs. Elisha Dyer 
Hubbard of Middletown, Conn.; 
her third youngest child, Mrs. 
Max Oser, the former Mathilde 
McCormick; Mrs. Fowler McCor- 
mick, the former Fifi Stillman; 
Mrs. Stillman’s son, Alexander 
Stiiman, and Maj. Hubbard, 
Muriel’s husband. 

In the opinion of Krenn, finan- 
cial worries contributed to Mrs. 
McCormick's breakdown. Once 
Chicago financiers estimated that 
Mrs. McCormick’s wealth exceed- 
d $40,000,000. That fortune, the 
irt of her father, is now but a 
fraction of that amount. Falling 
stock prices and decreased values 
of real estate were blamed for the 
decline. 

She was the organizer of vast 
Chicago and suburban real estate 
holdings and with the decline in 
values she sacrificed much of her 
Standard Oil and other stocks to 
aid those who had purchased prop- 
erty from her. ‘ 

The sadness of Mrs... McCor- 
mick’s fata] illness was tempered 
by the knowledge before she died 
that family schisms had disap- 
peared. Before her illness she and 
her daughter, Mrs. Oser, had been 
estranged because of the latter's 
marriage to the Swiss riding mas- 
ter. Mra. Hubbard’s marriage last 
year, followed by Fowler's mar- 
riage to a former Mrs. Stillman, 
breught further discord. 


It is considered extremely un- 


likely that John D. Rockefeller, 
now in his ninety-third year, will 
be able to attend the funeral. His 
son, John D. Rockefeller Jr., who 
visited his sister recently, is ex- 
pected to come from his father’s 
summer estate near Pocantico 
Hillis, N. T.

MADRID, Aug. 26.—Widespread 
disorders followed the conviction of 
Gen. Jose Sanjurjo and his sen- 
tence to death fer leading the abor- 
tive monarchist rebellion against 
the Republic early this month, The 
Government speedily commuted the 
death sentence to life imprison- 
ment and today Sanjurjo was re- 
ported being taken to El Duese 
Penitentiary in Santander province 
to serve out his sentence. 

Authorities declined to comment, 
but it was understood that the 
transfer of the prisoner from 
Madrid had been suddenly ordered 
in the hope of averting further dis- 
order. 

Madrid was greatly excited, and 
many groups of agitators were dis- 
persed by troops, 
the prison where Gen, Sanjurjo 
and fellow rebels were confined, 

Communists at Bilbao and near- 
by Gallarta protested yesterday 
against the Government's leniency. 
In a clash with civil guards one 
Communist was reported alain and 
several injured. 

Corunna reported that Gen, San- 
jurjo’s home province was cele- 
brating the commutation with en- 
thusiasm. At San Sebastian, Mon- 
archists and Republicans clashed 
in the streets. Civil guards got the 
upper hand just as the Monarch- 
ists were about to be lynched. 

Surrounded by friends, Gen. Sane 
jurjo took the turn of events phil- 
osophically. He said he waa giad 
he would not have to face a firing 


squad composed of men he used to 


command. 

Gen. Sanjurjo and two com- 
panions were found guilty of lead- 
ing the rebellion of Seville early 
this month, which spread to vari- 
ous cities, and caused much blood- 
shed.

foreign pressure and its constant- 
ly renewed fears, the domestic 
hoarding of currency has ceased 
and is now returning at the rate 
of nearly $20.000,000-a week. The 
demands for banking assistance 
from the Reconstruction Corpora- 
tion have diminished by $170,000,- 
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opportunity through this conti 
dence to set up machinery for 
wider-spread co-operation of pri- 
vate forces and to co-ordinate 
them with our Government agen- 
cies for aid and action in indus- 
trial and agricultural fields. 


Promises Definite Program. 

Definite projects will be laid be- 
fore you affecting the better distri- 
bution of credit, of employment 
and commodities, What I wish is 
that banking and industry and 
business generally should in this 
new setting assume further initia- 
tive and responsibility; that they 
should co-operate with agriculture 
and labor and the Governmen 
agencies to organize and develop 
every possible avenue of co-ordi- 
dated effort on the economic front. 

Your committees have in differ- 
ent districts already made positive 
contributions. These tried meth- 
ods need spread and more definite 
national organization; they need 
co-ordination with our govern- 
mental programs. You can assist 
to make that great program more 
effective. In 80 doing you’ will 
bring hope and added security to 
every farmhouse and every cottage 
door. 

It is not proposed to engage in 
artificialities. Nor is it proposed 
that you attempt to settle here in 
a day great economic problems 
of the future. It is simply pro- 
posed that you organize for action 
in the problems immediately be- 
fore us. Great future problems will 
oecur to you, as they are in the 
minds of all of us. You will no 
doubt seek the co-operation of na- 
tional groups of business, agricul- 
ture and labor to put such ques- 
tions on the road to investigation 
and consideration. 


Seeks Smoother Fiow of Credit. 


I should like to suggest to you 
some general directions of 
thought. 

We have a powerful goyernment- 
al program in action for aid to 
recovery formulated and organized 
upon a non-partisan basis. I am 
in hopes you will familiarize your- 
selves with its possibilities so as 
to co-ordinate your activities with 
it. 

We need a better distribution of 
credit. Credit is available, but in 
many sections it is flowing inade- 
quately in directions which would 
stimulate consumption of goods 
and employment. It needs resolu- 
tion to use our banking and gov- 
ernmental resources and co-ordi- 
nation to make them effective. 

There can be no question that 
there are in certain sections large 
numbers of businesses, particularly 
small businesses, which have been 
unable to find the credit facilities 
to buy raw material and to em- 
ploy labor on goods which they 
can sell. There are difficulties in 
livestock and farm credits. There 
are foreclosures of home and 
farm mortgages because of in- 
ability to secure renewals. Yet 
credit is available if it be prop- 
erly directed. | 


Urges Shorter Working Hours. 

In the furtherance of business 
recovery it is clearly necessary 
that there be co-ordination of ef- 
fort in hastening the return of un- 
employed to employment in their 
natural industries. It is doubtful 
whether any action we could take 
at this time would so greatly ac- 
celerate our progress, serve the 
welfare of our unemployed mi- 
lions, or so quickly give us as a 
nation the benefit of widespread 
spending power as further spread 
of equitable plans of sharing the 
available work. 

As a matter of nationl policy, 
the shortening of hours is neces- 
sary not alone to meet the need of 
the moment, but it may be neces- 
sary to take up the slack in the 
future from the vast and sudden 
advance in labor-saving devices 
As the result of conferences similar 
to this nearly three years ago many 
industries realigned their opera- 
tions by shorter hours to retain 
hundreds of thousands of workers 
who would otherwise have been 
dismissed. Nevertheless, the stil/ 
further spreading of available 
work in industrial, commercial and 
service. activities, especially with 
every recovery of employment, 
would be a vital contribution. Your 
committee in the Twelfth District 
recently inaugurated a drive for 
this spread of work. Already it is 
a great success. 

Many methods have been pro- 
posed by labor and industrial lead - 
ers to systematically shorten hours. 
While I heartily favor the purpose 
of these plans, I agree with both 
the employers and the leaders of 
labor whom I have consulted that 
its direction is not properly the 
function of Government, except as 
applied to the operation of Gov- 
ernment service. 


Calis for Organized Effort. 

Moreover with all the various 
phases of employment and opera- 
tion to be met in private business 
‘no general rule can be applied. Re- 
sults.muet be achieved through co- 
operation on the part of employers 
and employes suited to each lo- 
cality and industry. I suggest you

Baked Chicken for Dinner and 
Left-Overs in Corn 
Chowder. 


r 


On Sunday, in Menus for the 
Week. in this section, baked chick- 
en is suggested. Have the chicken 
cut in pieces for serving, roll in 


flour seasoned with salt and pep- 
per and than dip in salad oil. Place 
close together in a baking pan. 
skin side up, cover the pan and 
bake in a hot oven for 35 minutes 
or until tender. Add a little hot 
water if necessary. Serve with 
mushroom sauce and candied 
sweet potatoes on slices of sauted 
pineapple. 

The potatoes and pineapple 
should be baked at the same time 
as the chicken. Use boiled sweet 
potatoes; place slices of canned 
pineapple in a well-greased baking 
pan, on each slice put a small sweet 
potato dipped in melted butter or 
cooking oil, and sprinkle thickly 
with light brown sugar. Bake in 
a hot oven, basting several times 
with the juice that forms in the 
pan and a littie of the pineapple 
juice. When delicately browned, 
the potatoes are done. 

Any pineapple juice left over 
from Sunday should be mixed with 
orange juice for Monday  break- 
fast, or use plain canned pineéap- 
ple juice and orange juice in equal 
proportions. Be sure it is well 
chilled. 

The bones from Sunday’s baked 
chicken, together with any scraps 
of meat that may be left over, are 
utilized in making the corn and 
chicken chowder served on Tues- 
day for lunch. This is a hearty 
and rather novel kind of chowder 
recipe for which follows: 


Corn and Chicken Chowder. 


Break up the carcass of a baked 
chicken and put it in a saucepan 
with a large sliced onion, two 
quarts of cold water and two tea- 
spoons salt. Cover and heat slow- 
ly to the boiling point, then boil 
gently for an hour. Strain broth 
and pick all bits of meat from 
bones. Melt two tablespoons pbut- 
ter in a saucepan, add two cups 


tine, one tablespoon cold water,

Baked Veal, Swedish Style. 

Have two and one-half pounds 
breast of veal cut in pieces for 
serving, or in about two-inch 
squares, and sprinkle with salt, 
pepper and flour. Melt two table- 
spoons shortening or drippings in 
a heavy frying pan, add a large 
onion sliced thin and let cook 
slowly until the onion is yellow, 
Add veal and let cook about 10 
minutes, stirring several tim 
Stir in one teaspoon paprika ant 
enough boiling water to just cover 
meat. 

Cover closely and cook slowly 
for one and one- half hours. Add 
more water if necessary during the 
cooking. There should be enough 
to keep meat well moistened. Just 
before serving stir in one-half cup 
thick sour cream, let boil up once 
and serve with mounds of boiled 
rice of noodles, and green peas. 

Spiced Grape Juice. 

Mix one cup sugar with two cups 
water, 12 whole cloves, a two-inch 
piece of stick cinnamon and a 
small handful of mint leaves. Boil! 
for 10 minutes, then strain and 
add to two cups grape juice the 
juice of two lemons and two cups 
cold water. Chill with cracked 
ice and serve with a thin slice of 
lemon or orange in each glass. 


FROZEN SALADS SERVE FOR

Honey Fruit Salad. 

One cup whipping cream, two ta-

No meal is as appetizing as 
it should be if it is made up en- 
tirely of soft foods, or of highly 
seasoned foods, if it has no out- | 
standing flavor characteristic, or if | 
it lacks color. For instance, in 
serving creamed foods, care should 
always be taken to add something 
crisp such as raw celery, shredded 
taw cabbage, or perhaps just a 
crisp roll. | 

Seek for contrasts in color, in 
flavor and in texture, but remem- | 
ber that colors and flavors must 
blend. Cultivate the use of a num- 
ber of flavoring extracts and con- 
diments, as they are useful in add- 
ing to the appetizing qualities of 
many inexpensive foods.

Recipes From George Rector 
for Four Fruit Con- 
coctions, 


George Rector, whose meals 
have charmed great personages, on 
a recent visit to St. Louis, gave 
away many of his culinary secrets. 

Among them were some hot 
weather beverages which are 80 
good, and at the same time, simple 
enough for anyone to try. 


One cup water, one cup sugar, 
four lemona, half teaspoon whole 
cloves, small piece stick cinftiamon, 

Boil the water, sugar, a small 
piece of lemon rind and spices un- 
til a thick sirup is formed. Add 
lemon juice and boil a few min- 
utes longer, Strain and cool. Use 
two tablespoons of this sirup to 
each glass of lemonade. Add 
crushed ice and fill the glass with 
water or ginger ale. 

Grape Juice Punch,

crushed ice to chill.

‘Digestive upsets due to hot 
weather, too strenuous exercise in 


the sun, and summer colds are 


perhaps the most frequent causes 
of our minor ills at this season 
in addition to the disturbances 
caused by over-eating and vaca- 
tion. schedules. It is a ‘strange 
thing how often vacations which 
are supposed to “recreate” requiré 
rest period afterwards—gener- 
ally because of too sudden a change 
from regular schedules of eating 

and sleeping. / 

In cases of severe illness, the 
physician, of course, prescribes a 
Specific diet, and his instructions 
must be rigidly adhered to, but 
there are many times when minor 
Ulnesses attack some member of 
| the family and the need for a spe- 
cial diet arises—a diet where in- 
structions are more or less gen- 
eral. “Hat lightly for a few days,.“ 
or “stick to a liquid diet for the 
next week,” the doctor may say. 


Dietetically speaking, food for 
the sick is divided into three gen- 
eral classes known as liquid, soft 
r semi-soft, and light or conva- 
lescent diets. 

When the doctor says to stick

Middle Stage. 
The soft or semi-liquid diet fol- 
lows the liquid diet and includes 


and in addition such things as milk 
toast, cream of vegetable soups 
(made with vegetable pulp), fruit 
ices, milk and milk sherbets. 

The light or convalescent diet 
consists of a good variety of sim- 
ple, wholesome foods—all those 
mentioned in the liquid and soft 
diets and in addition lean meat 
and fish, chicken, purees of vege- 
tables, baked potatoes, stewed or 
baked fruits, omelets, poached 
eggs, etc. Small portions of food 
‘should be served, only a few foods 
used at a time, and meals served 
at regular intervals. 

Summer colds will respond more 
quickly to treatment if a light diet 
of fruits, vegetables and milk is 
included for a few days. ‘Drink 
plenty of fruit juices and water and 
eat lightly.

Blend two tablespoons butter with 
two of flour, and cook until it be- 
ins to brown. Add a little of the 
puree to it, stir smooth, then put 
this with the rest of the hot soup 
and stir until smooth. Add rice, 
stir until grains — sprinkle 


Put to boil in two cups 
water, with one cup celery tops,

German Potato Soup. 
Pare and slice three medium size 


one: small onion, cut in half, and 
a few. sprigs of parsley, Cook until 
the potatoes crumble, then press 
through a sieve, add three cups hot 
milk, thicken with two tablespoons 
butter blended with. two of flour, 
and season with salt and pepper. 
When well thickened, it is safer 
to cook it in the double boiler lest 
the milk scorch, strain again and 
serve with croutons. 
Scotch Broth. 
Cut in small pieces.three pounds 
heck of lamb, and cook with three 
quarts of water for four or five 
hours, reducing heat to just a sim- 
mer after boiling point is reached. 
Strain, and cool, and when perfect- 
ly cold, remove all fat. Have 
soaking four tablespoons pearl bar- 
ley, add to stock with four table- 
spoons well washed rice, and let 
cook gently while preparing one- 
half cup each grated carrot, grated 
turnip, chopped onion and chopped 


slowly for an hour and a half. 
Select some of the best pieces of 
the lean mutton cooked for the 
stock, cut fine and add. Season 
with pepper, salt and a little 
chopped parsley, and _ thicken 
slightly with two tablespoons but- 
ter and one and one-half table- 
spoons flour.

| Four Menus Given With Recipe 


for Well Balanced 
Meals. 


With many vegetables in the 
markets and prices so low, women 
are finding it worth while to in- 
troduce a weekly vegetable plate 
dinner. 

It's easy to prepare and easy to 
serve. Care must be taken that 
substantial food values are present- 
ed, and to this end the following 
menus are suggested: | 

Menu 1. Pineapple and lemon 
juice cocktail; curry of lima beans 
with boiled rice, chutney and fried 
bananas; jellied cucumber salad; 
rye bread and butter; sliced peaches 
with chilled custard sauce. 

Menu 2. Melon balls in orange 
juice; cheese souffie with baked 
stuffed tomatoes and corn fritters; 
grated raw carrot salad; raspberry 
ice. 
Menu 3. Spinach- mold with 
cheese sauce, fried cucumbers and 
baked potatoes; sliced orange and 
onion salad; peach pie. 

Menu 4.. Deviled egg appetizer; 
casserole of vegetables; corn muf- 
fins; frozen cream cheese and to- 
mato salad; Spanish cream. 

Ourry of Lima Beans With Rice. 

Boil four cups shelled lima beans 
im salted water for 20 minutes or 
until] tender, then drain, saving one 
cup of the water. Cut five medium 
sized tomatoes in thick slices and 
fry in three tablespoons salted but- 
ter for five minutes, then stir in one 
minced onion (a large one), one 
tablespoon curry powder, two small 
green apples, cored and chopped. 
Cook for five minutes, add two ta- 
blespoons flour mixed to a smooth 
paste with a little cold water, and 
the water from the beans. Sim- 
mer for five minutes longer, stir 
in the beans, reheat and pour in 
the center of a deep serving dish. 
Surround with balls of boiled rice 
and place slices of fried banana be- 
tween the balls of rice. Pass chut- 
ney with it. 

Cheese Souffle. 

Grate or cut fine one-half pound 
sharp flavored American cheese. 
Melt four tablespoons butter, sur 
in five tablespoons flour and when 
mixed add one cup milk. Continue 
stirring until thick and smooth. 
Remove from the fire, add the 
cheese, the beaten yolks of three 
eggs, one teaspoon of Worcester- 
shire sauce, one teaspoon salt and 
a dash of cayenne pepper. Fold in 
the stiffly beaten whites of three 
eggs and pour into a shallow. 
greased baking dish. Bake in a 
hot oven—400 degrees—for 25 
minutes, or until well puffed, firm 
to the touch and delicately 
browned. Serve at once. 

When Preparing the Souffle. 

Cut ripe melon into small balls 
and let stand in chilled orange 
juice for an hour before serving. 
Bake tomatoes in oven with cheese 
souffle, stuffing them with minced 
onion sauted in a little butter and 
sprinkled with bread crumbs. Grate 
raw carrots and mix with half as 
much finely cut celery, a little 
chopped . parsley. Marinate in 
French dressing and serve on let- 
tuce with mayonnaise. 

Spinach With Cheese Sauce. 

Clean two pounds of spinach, 
remove root ends and boil the spin- 
ach for 10 minutes in one cup 
boiling water. Drain, chop very 
fine, season with salt, pepper and 
two tablespoons butter and pack 
in six small buttered . cups. Let 
stand five minutes, turn out on 
rounds of fried bread and pour a 
thick cheese sauce over the spin- 
ach. Make the sauce from the 
recipe given for the souffle, omit- 
ting the eggs. 

Fried Cucumbers. 

Cut cucumbers in quarters, peel, 
roll in beaten egg, then in fine 
bread crumbs and fry in a small 
amount of fat in a frying pan. 
Three medium-sized cucumbers 
will be enough for six people. Bake 
the pie and the potatoes i the 
oven at the same time. Slice firm

the bottom of both can or carton 
before putting in the dough.

Accurate Measurements. 

Too much shortening in cookies 
makes them crumbly and a greasy 
texture. Too little shortening 
makes them dry out very quickly. 
Therefore, measure the shortening 
a recipe calls for, and be accurate 
in your measurements. 
In making cookies it is better to 
make a moderately soft dough, then 
stiffen it by thorough chilling and. 
roll a little of it at a time, rather 
than make a stiff dough with an 
excess of flour. The first method 
produces a crisp, tender cookie, 
the second a rather tough cookie.
